Ratepayers of the town are reminded of the vote 
on the by-law to provide for the addition of a water 
tower to the town’s water system. The vote will be 
held on Monday, Oct. 26, in the old towiv office, from 
10 a.m. to 7 p.m. 

The need for ratepayers to turn out and pass this 
by-law with a good majprity is clear. The town has 
grown and is growing so rapidly that adequate press¬ 
ure cannot be maintained in the water system. Pumps 
are required to work at top speed during the peak de¬ 
mand hours, resulting in undue wear and strain and 
over-working of the wells from which we get our wat¬ 
er. A water tower will provide the back-log needed to 
meet peak demand periods and will give better and 
more even water pressure. 

It is proposed to borrow $47,800 at 3*4 percent to 
cover the cost of this tower. The surplus from the wat¬ 
er system should be able to carry these additional year 
ly payments without raising taxes. 

A majority of two-thirds of the ratepayers voting 
is needed to approve this by-law. For the good of your 
town, Vote in favor of this bylaw on Monday.

Shooting is a dangerous sport anft'-il is a wonder 
that there are not more ser ious accidents each autumn 
when open-season is declared on migratory and up¬ 
land birds. Hundreds of amateur marksman, tramping 
around the countryside armed with lethal weapons, 
are potentially a source ot tragedy. '/ 

One of the most dangerous praefi^ges is the carry¬ 
ing of loaded shotguns in cars, while sportsmen drive 
along highways searching for the elus'iie pheasant or 
covey of partridge. When caught, they are subject to 
a fine, but the habit cannot be stamped out by legisla¬ 
tion against it. 

More local gun clubs and skeet-shooting organiza¬ 
tions could do a great deal by educating hunters, 
young or old, in the handling and use of firearms. The 
only difficulty is that such groups are rich men's hob¬ 
bies and the average hunter cannot afford to bang too 
many dollars worth of ammunition at clay pigeons. 

We’ll just have to trust to luck that the “other 
fellow” doesn’t take an accidental potshot at us and 
that we, ourselves, will firmly remember the common 
sense rules of handling our old 12 -gauge.

Research Pays It* Way 

The following information was 
received from E. B. Swindlehurst, 
Research Information Editor, 
working in co-operation with the 
Department of Animal Science at 
the University of Alberta. 

At the University of Alberta, 
nutrition plays and important part 
in the experiment^ of the Depart¬ 
ment of Animal Science. The work 
of Dr. D. R. Clandinin and hts staif 
in correcting and improving a 
variety of poultry rations is re¬ 
ducing losses and increasing the 
income of Alberta and other poul¬ 
try raisers. 

One of the problems recently 
solved dealt with serious poult- 
mortality and lack of thrift. Rais¬ 
ing turkeys in confinement has its 
advantages, but the problem arises 
that every single nutritional re¬ 
quirement musCTie provided. If 
any are missing, trouble results. 
Five or six years ago, poult 
Audrey deaths of U P to 30 to 40 percent 
were frequent in Alberta. Skin 
troubles, broken feathers, crooked 
legs and diarrhoea were prevalent. 
The condition increased in sever¬ 
ity as the season progressed and 
heavy losses in groups of late 
hatched poults were common. Slow 
growth rate and lack of uniform¬ 
ity in the groups also occurred. 

Faced with this problem, the 
Poultry Division staff began their 
search for a solution. They recog¬ 
nized the importance of nutrition 
in defects of this -kind. They also 
appreciated the similarity between 
the problem at hand and symptoms 
previously met of B vitamin defi- 
oionoy ih chick and poult starters. 

A practical poult starter was 
made up. Which included not only 
the vitamins A and D in required 
amounts but the B vitamins ribo¬ 
flavin, niacin, and choline. These 
proved insufficient and it was not 
until further additions were made 
that the problem was solved. Two 
others of the B vitamin complex 
proved to be the missing needs. 
When, in the form of calcium pan¬ 
tothenate and biotin, they were 
added to the ration in recommend¬ 
ed amounts, poults free from ab¬ 
normalities were raised and mor¬ 
tality was reduced to two or three 
per cent only. 

With the problefn solved, the re¬ 
commendation was passed to the 
manufacturers, their co-operation 
solicited, and a better product for 
the poultrymen provided.
